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21 investors 

A total of $1,006,524 in claims from Re- 
wald investors had been filed with bank- 
ruptcy court as of yesterday afternoon, 
with the names of a retired police executive 
and a successful Big Island developer on 
the list. 

Former Assistant Police Chief Thoma.s 
Soper, who retired from the force in 1976. 
filed a claim for some $70,882 that he said 
ho and his wife invested with llcwald. 

Also on file is a $35,727 claim from Big 
Island developer Richard M. Jilchaku. a 
longtime member of the Democratic Party 
power structure in Hawaii. 

Only 27 formal claims have been filed to 
date, according to court files. Bankruptcy 
trustee Thomas Hayes estimates there are 
some 400 individual investors in the firm. 
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
